This  evening  the  Wenatchee  Wild  (25-15-2-1,  53  pts.,  3rd  Place  Interior  Div.)  welcome  the  Trail  Smoke  Eaters  (16-20-6-3, 
41  pts.,  7th  Place,  Interior  Div.)  in  the  fifth  of  six  scheduled  meetings  this  season. 

HEAD  TO  HEAD:  The  Wild  are  9-6-0  all-time  against  the  Smoke  Eaters  in  regular  season,  and  5-1-0  at  Town  Toyota  Center. 
Wenatchee  and  Trail  have  split  the  first  four  games,  with  the  Wild  winning  the  first  two  and  Trail  winning  the  last  two, 
both  in  Trail.  Tomorrow  night  will  be  the  final  regular  season  game  this  year  between  the  clubs.  These  teams  have  met 
once  in  the  postseason,  in  last  seasons  Interior  Conference  Final  which  the  Wild  won,  four  games  to  one. 

WHO  TO  WATCH  FOR:  Matt  Gosiewski  (24g,  19a)  leads  Wenatchee  with  43  points,  followed  by  Lucas  Sowder  (llg,  26a). 
Murphy  Stratton  has  8g  and  28a,  and  six  points  in  four  games  against  Trail.  Defenseman  Brandon  Koch  (who  celebrates 
his  birthday  today)  leads  the  blueliners  with  31  points  (6g,  25a).  Trail  is  led  by  Chase  Stevenson  (16g,  25a)  and  Carter  Jones 
(12g,  25a),  with  Trevor  Zins  (12g,  22a)  contributing  from  the  back  end.
